The amendment filed on 3/9/06 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a 
non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The rernaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because 
new claims 137-153 are not directed to the invention that has been under examination. Newly submitted claims 137-153 are directed 
to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: These claims are 
directed to a system, method, and computer readable medium with limitations that do not correspond to the system, method, and 
computer readable medium previously presented. For example, all claims now require a plurality of wizards whereas the prior claims 
were directed to a particular wizard directed to a particular task. Applicant is further advised that these claims are considered to be 
directed to new matter. There is no basis in the specification for a plurality of wizards bundled together as set forth in the claims. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
